Patons Fairytale Quickerknit 
Courtelle/Bri-Nylon 

The ideal yarn for baby knitting— soft, springy and it is machine-washable too. 
Courtelle/Bri-Nylon blend. 



Use the yarn recommended — it makes 
sense. When you buy your yam, it is 
best to buy the full amount at one time 
to avoid variations in dyelots. 

How to check your tension 
Check your tension by casting on 
13 sts. on No. 9 needles, work 17 rows 
in stocking stitch; cast off. Lightly 
pressed the square should measure 2 in. 
(5 cm) each way. 

Abbreviations 

K.=knit; P.=purl; st.= stitch; y.fwd. 
=yarn forward; tog. = together; t.b.l. 
= through back of loops; inc.= in- 
crease by working into front and back 



Two No. 11 and two No. 9 BEEHIVE 
or MILWARD DISC needles. 1 button 
for Hat. Length of ribbon for Mitts 
and Bootees. 

Tension: 13 sts. and 17 rows to 2 in. 
(5 cm) on No. 9 needles, measured over 
stocking stitch. 

See above for how to check your tension, 
and abbreviations. 



of stitch; dec. = decrease by working 
2 stitches together; alt. = alternate; 
rep. ^repeat; patt.= pattern; in.— 
inches; cm = centimetres; mm = milli- 
metres. 

M.=Medium; L.=Light. 

ch. = chain ; d .c. = double crochet ; tr. = 
treble; h.tr.=half treble; d.tr.= double 
treble; y.r.h.=yarn round hook; 
sp(s).=space(s); s.s.=slip stitch. 

dec.l=(y.r.h., draw loop through 
next st., y.r.h., draw loop through 2 
loops on hook) twice, y.r.h., draw loop 
through all 3 loops on hook (thus 
having worked 1 tr. out of 2). 



Now inc. 1 st. at each end of every 
row until there are 28 sts., slip sts. on 
to a length of yarn. 

Omitting buttonhole, work another 
piece the same. 

Next row— Cast on 6, K. across these 
sts., K. across 28 sts. on needle, cast 
on 29, then K. across 2nd group of 
28 sts., cast on 6 (97 sts.). 

K. 14 rows, thus ending with wrong 
side facing and inc. 2 sts. evenly across 
on last row (99 sts.). 

Change to No. 9 needles, join in L. and 
work in patt. as follows: — 

1st row — In M., K. ^ 

2nd row— In M., * K.3 tog. leaving 
sts. on left-hand needle, K. the first of 
these 3 sts., K.2 tog.t.b.l. the remain- 
ing 2 sts., then slip all 3 sts. off needle 
together, rep. from * to end. 

3rd row — In M., P. 

4th and 5th rows — In L., K. 

6th row— In L., as 2nd row. 7th row— 
In L., P. 8th row — In M., K. 

Rep. the last 8 rows twice more, then 
work rows 1 to 3 inclusive again. 

Break L. 

Continue in M., shaping top as 
follows: — 

1st row — K.5, K.2 tog,^ * K.9, K.2 
tog., rep. from * to last 4 sts.,^ K.4 
(90 sts.). 

2nd and every alt. row— K. 

3rd row — (K.7, K.2 tog.) 10 times. 
5th row— (K.6, K.2 tog.) 10 times. 
7th row— (K.5, K.2 tog.) 10 times, 
9th row— (K.4, K.2 tog.) 10 times. 
11th row— (K.3, K.2 tog.) 10 times. 
13th row— (K.2, K.2 tog.) 10 times. 
15th row— (K.l, K.2 tog.) 10 times. 
17th row— (K.2 tog.) 10 times. 

Break yarn. 

Thread through remaining sts., draw 
up and fasten off securely. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly on wrong side following 
instructions on the ball band, omitting 
garter stitch. Join seam. Make a 
pompon in L. and attach to crown. 

Press seam. Sew on button. 

Mitts 

Using the two needle method, with 
No. 11 needles and M., cast on 33 sts. 
and work 4 rows in stocking stitch, 
starting with a K. row. 

_ Next row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end.

Hat 

With No. 11 needles and M., cast on 
4 sts. and K. 3 rows. 

Next row — K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog. 
Continue in garter stitch (every row K.) 
until strip measures 2 in. (5 cm) from 
start. 

Needle sizes quoted throu^out this booklet are 
UK: equivalent Metric sizes are Nos. 3 mm 
for 1 1 and 3 J mm for 9. 
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Starting with a P. row, work 5 rows in 
stocking stitch. 

Next row — Make picot hem by knitting 
together 1 st. from needle and 1 loop 
from cast-on edge all across row. 

Change to No. 9 needles, join in L. and 
work as follows: — 

1st row — In M., K. inc. 3 sts. evenly 
(36sts.). ♦♦ 

Now work straight in patt. as for Hat, 
starting with the 2nd patt. row, until 
work measures approximately 3J in. 
(9 cm), ending with a 2nd row. _ 
Break L. 

Continue in M. as follows: — 

Next row— P. dec. 4 sts. evenly (32 
sts.). 

Shape top as follows : — 

1st row— (K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.i, K.IO, 
K.2 tog., K.l) twice. 

2nd and every alt. row — P. 

3rd row— <K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.8, K.2 
tog., K.l) twice. 

5th row — (K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.6, 
K.2 tog., K.l) twice. 

7th row— (K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.4, K.2 
tog., K.l) twice. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press as for Hat. Join seam and press. 
Thread ribbon through row of holes 
at wrist and tie in a bow. 

Bootees s > 

Work as for Mitts to **. 

Now work 13 rows in patt. as for Hat, 
starting with the 2nd patt. row. 

Next row— In L., P. dec. 3 sts. evenly 
(33 sts.). Break L. 

Continuing in M. and stocking stitch, 
divide for foot as follows : — 

1st row— K.22, turn. 2nd row— K.l, 



P.9, K.l , turn. 3rd row— K.l 1, turn. 
Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows 8 times more, 
then 2nd row again. 

Break yarn. 

Rejoin M. to inside edge where sts. 
were left, knit up 1 1 along side of foot, 
K. across sts. on needle, knit up II 
along other side of foot, K. to end 
(55 sts,). K. 11 rows. 

Shape foot as follows : — 

1st row— (K.l, K.2 tog., K.22, K.2 



tog.) twice, K.l. 

2nd and alt rows — K. 

3rd row— (K.l, K.2 tog., K.20, K.2 
tog.) twice, K.l. 

5th row- (K.l, K.2 tog., K.l 8, K.2 
tog.) twice, K.l. Castoff. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press as for Hat. Join seam and press. 
Thread ribbon through 4th row of 
holes and tie in a bow. 



Crochet Bonnet 

Patons Fairytale 3 ply Courtelle/Bri-Nylon X 20 gram balls 2 



No. 3-00 mm (11) crochet hook. 

Length of ribbon. 

Tension 

3 patterns to 2 J in . (6 cm). \ 

Seepage 2 for how to check your tension, 
and abbreviations, 

MAIN PART 

Start at face edge by making 94 ch.v 
Foundation row — 1 tr. 1 ch. 1 tr, in 
4th ch. from hook, miss 2 ch., 1 d.c, in 
next ch., * miss 2 ch., (1 tr., 1 ch.) 3 
times 1 tr. all in next ch., miss 2 ch., 
1 d.c. in next ch., rep. from * to last 3 ch., 
miss 2 ch., 1 tr. 1 ch, 2 tr. in last ch. 
Work in patt. as follows: — 

1st row-^Wrong side), 1 d.c. in first 
tr., * 2 ch„ 1 tr. in d.c., 2 ch., 1 d.c. in- 
centre sp. of 3 ch. sps., rep. from *, but 
ending 1 d.c. in top of ch. 

2nd row— 3 ch., 1 tr. 1 ch. 1 tr. all in 
first d.c., ♦ 1 d.c. in tr,, (1 tr., 1 ch.) 
3 times I tr, all in d.c., rep. from *, end- 
ing 1 tr. 1 ch. 2 tr. in last d.c. 

Rep. these 2 rows until work mea- 
sures approximately 4 in. (10 cm), 
ending with a 1st patt. row. 

Join into a round and shape back as 
follows : — 

Fold in half with right sides to inside, 
join by working s.s. into last st. of 
previous row, 3 ch., * 2 tr. in next ch. 
sp., miss next st., rep. from * to end, 
join with s.s. to top of ch. (61 sts. in- 
cluding ch.). 

Next round— 3 ch., * 1 tr. in each of 
next 3 sts., dec. 1, rep, from * to end, 
join with s.s. to top of ch. (49 sts.). 

Next round— 3 ch., * 1 tr, in each of 
next 2 sts., dec.l, rep. from * to end, 
join with s.s. to top of ch. (37 sts.). 

Next round— 3 ch., * 1 tr. in next st., 
dec.l, rep. from * to end, join with 
s.s. to top of ch. (25 sts.). 

Next round— 3 ch., ♦ dec.l, rep. from ♦ 
to end, join with s.s. to top of ch. (13 
sts.). 

Next round — 1 d.c. in first st., * miss 
1 St., 1 d.c. in next st., rep. from * to 
end. Break yam, draw sts. together and 
fasten off. 



BORDER 

With right side facing, work along 
face edge as follows : — 

1st row — Join yam to 1st ch. loop and 
work 1 d.c., * 2 d.c, in next ch. bar, 
miss base of d.c., 2 d.c, in next ch. bar, 
1 d.c. in base of shell, rep. from *, end- 
ing 1 d.c. in last ch. loop (76 sts.), turn. 
2nd row — In d.c., but working into 
front loops only. 

Work shell edge as follows: — 

Next row— 1 s.s. in first st., * 1 ch., 
1 h.tr. in next st., 1 ch., 1 tr. in next 
st., 1 ch., 1 d.tr. in next st., 1 ch., 1 tr. 
in next st,, 1 ch., 1 h.tr, in next st., 

1 ch., 1 s.s. in next st., rep. from * to 
last 3 sts., s.s. over last 3 sts., turn. 

Rep. last row, but working into free 
loops on 1st row of Border. 

Work 4 rows d.c. along neck edge. 
Fasten off. 

FLOWERS(make2) 

Make 4 ch., join into ring with s.s. 

Next round — Work 10 d.c. into 
ring. 

Next round— (Working into back 
loop only, 2 tr. in next st.) 10 times, 
continuing to work into back loops, 

2 h.tr. in next st., 1 d.c. in next st. 

Fasten off. 
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Rejoin yarn to free loop of 1st d.c. at 
centre and make 1 s.s., (1 ch. I h.tr. 
1 ch. 1 tr. 1 ch. 1 h.tr. 1 ch. all in next 
free loop, I s.s. in next free loop) 
6 times (noting that last s.s. will be 
worked into both loops of st.), then 
working into both loops of remaining 



sts., make 10 more shells in the same 
way. Fasten off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Sew Flowers to corners. 

Cut ribbon in half and sew to neck 
edge. 




No. 3-50 mm (9) crochet hook. 

Length of ribbon. 

Tension 

11 sts. and 14 rows to 2 in. (5 cm) on 
No. 3-50 hook over double crochet. 

See page 2 for how to check your tension, 
and abbreviations. 

FIRST BOOTEE 

**Make9ch. 

1st row — (Right side), 1 h.tr. in 3rd ch. 
from hook, 1 h.tr. in each ch. to end, 
turn with 2 ch. (7 sts.). 

2nd row — 2 h.tr. in first st., 1 h.tr. in 
each st. to last st., 2 h.tr. in last st., 
turn with 2 ch. (9 sts.). 

3rd row — 1 h.tr. in each st. to end, turn 
with 2 ch. 

Rep. last row 3 times more, omitting 
turning ch. on last row. 

7th row — Make 22 ch., turn. 

8th row — (Make row of holes), 1 h.tr. 
in 3rd ch. from hook, (1 ch., miss 1 ch., 

1 h.tr. in next ch.) 9 times, miss next 
ch., * 1 ch., 1 h.tr. in next st., miss next 
st., rep. from *, ending 1 h.tr. in last 
st.,turn with 3ch. 

9th row — 2 tr. in first ch. sp., * miss 
next ch. sp., (2 tr., 1 ch., 2 tr.) in next 
ch. sp., rep. from * to last ch. sp., miss 
last ch. sp., 3 tr. in top of turning ch., 
turn with 3 ch. 

10th row — 2 tr. in first st., * (2 tr., 1 ch., 

2 tr.) in next ch. sp., rep. from *, end- 
ing 3 tr. in top of 3 ch., turn with 

3 ch. * * 11th row — As 10th row. 

Work Shell Border as follows : — 

12th row — 2 tr. in first st., 1 d.c. in sp. 
between 3 tr. and next shell, * 5 tr. in 
next ch. sp., 1 d.c. in sp. between next 
2 shells, rep. from * to last 3 sts., 8 tr. 
in top of 3 ch., 1 d.c. in end of 10th 
row, 5 tr. in end of 9th row, 1 d.c. in 
base of row of holes, work 9 d.c. down 
side of foot, 7 d.c. across top of foot 
and 9 d.c. up other side of foot to 
start of row of holes, turn. 

13th row — Working only into top loop 
of d.c., work as follows: — 

1 d.c, in first st., miss next st., 5 tr. in 



next st., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next 
st., rep. from * to meet last shell of 
12th row, s.s. into first st. in row of 
holes to join in a ring, turn. 

Work base of foot as follows : — 

1st round — Working into free loops of 
12th row, work 25 d.c. all round top of 
foot, * 1 d.c. in next ch. sp., 1 d.c. in 
next st., rep. from *, ending 1 d.c. in 
last st., join with s.s. in first d.c. 
(45 sts.). 

Work in rounds of d.c. for IJ in. (3 
cm). 

Shape as follows : — 

Next round— 1 d.c. in each of next 
11 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next st., 
miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 19 
sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 
next 2 sts., miss next st., I d.c. in 
each of next 8 sts., join with s.s. in 
first d.c. (41 sts.). 

Next round — 1 cfic. in each of next 
10 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next st., 
miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 
17 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 

next 2 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in 

each of next 7 sts., join with s.s. in 
first d.c. (37 sts,). 

Next round — 1 d.c. in each of next 9 
sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next st., 
miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 
15 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 

next 2 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in 

each of next 6 sts., join with s.s. in 
first d.c. (33 sts.). Fasten off. 

SECOND BOOTEE 

Work as for First Bootee from ** to 
11th row — (Wrong side), as 10th row, 
omitting turning ch. Fasten off. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn to 
inside corner of foot and work 9 d.c. 
down side of foot, 7 d.c. across top of 
foot, 9 d.c. up other side of foot to 
start of row of holes, turn. 

Next row — Working only into top loop 
of d.c., work as follows: — 

1 d.c. in first st., * miss next st., 5 tr. in 
next st., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next st., 
rep. from * to end. Fasten off. 




With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn in 
first d.c. of last row and work Shell 
Border as follows: — 

Next row — 5 tr. in end of 9th row, 

1 d.c. in end of 10th row, 8 tr. in top 
of 3 ch., 1 d.c. in sp. between 3 tr. and 
next shell, * 5 tr. in next ch. sp., 1 d.c. 
in sp. between next 2 shells, rep. from 
*, ending 1 d.c. in sp. between last shell 
and last 3 sts., 3 tr. in top of last st. 
Fasten off. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn to 
first st. on row of holes and work as 
follows: — 

Next row — 1 d.c. in first st., (1 d.c. in 
next ch. sp., 1 d.c. in next st.) 9 times, 1 
d.c. in next ch. sp., now working into 
free loop of d.c. work 25 d.c. all round 
top of foot, join with s.s. in first d.c. 
(45 sts.). 

Work in rounds of d.c. for IJ in. 
(3 cm). 

Shape as follows : — — 

Next round — 1 d.c. in each ofnextSsts., 
miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 

2 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 
next 19 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next 
st., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 
1 1 sts., join with s.s. in first d.c. (41 sts.). 
Next round — 1 d.c. in each of next 
7 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 
next 2 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each 
of next 17 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in 
next st., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 
next 10 sts., join with s.s. in first d.c. 
(37 sts.). 

Next round — 1 d.c. in each of next 6 
sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 
2 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of 
next 15 sts., miss next st., 1 d.c. in next 
st., miss next st., 1 d.c. in each of next 
9 sts., join with s.s. in first d.c. (33 sts.). 
Fasten off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Join foot seam, then sew straight side 
edge to base of Shell Border. 

Cut 2 lengths of ribbon, thread through 
row of holes and tie in a bow at sides 
as in photograph.
